THE EDUCATIONAL MEETING LAST Ev- 


EKING.—A highly respectable and intelligent 
audience convened last evening to listen to 
Miss Beecher's address and to consider her 
plans for continuing in successful opera- 
tion the Normal Institute and High School 
of this city. 
The address—read by Asahe! 


Finch Esq.,—was an explicit and interesting 
account of the origin, design, and operations 
of the North Western Educational Society.— 
It developed the plan—a noble and complete 
one—for supplying the whole West with capa- 
ble, efficient teachers for the common schools 
established by Law. 
For the accomplish- 


ment of this object, it was deemed better to 
qualify female teachers at some central point 
in the west, and thus have a home supply, than 
to depend upon fin uncertain emigration from 
the East. This central point had b«en estab- 
lished at Milwaukee, and a strong appeal was 
made to sustain the enterprise. 
Remarks 


were afterward offered by Judge Hubbell, 
who was followed by A. D. Smith Esq., in 
some very truthful and pointed sallies. 


Miss Beecher's proposition for establishing 


the institution here upon a permanent basis 
was fully discussed. This plan is as follows : 


To form a joint stock company, the mem- 


bers of which shall hold one hundred shares 
of five dollars each—thus forming a fund up- 
on which assessments may be made in case 
thb proceeds of the school shall fail to pay the 
cost of tuition—an emergency, in the flourish- 
ing state of the school, at present, highly impro- 
bable. 


The proposal was accepted on the part of 


the meeting, and subscriptions were immedi- 
ately opened, and 50 shares, amounting to 250 
dollars, w'ere taken on the spot. 


A request was made for a copy of Miss B's 


address for publication. 


A meeting of Ladies interested in Education 


was appointed for this afternoon.
